Leading the green revolution 

IT’S official - Hackney is the greenest borough in London, 
with the lowest carbon dioxide (C02) emissions anywhere in 
the capital. 

Residents generate an average of 3.2 tonnes a year, 
according to the latest Government figures, well below the 
city-wide average of 4 tonnes. 

Green-living Hackney folk use more public transport, with 
the borough recently named the best in London for cycling, 
and live in more energy-efficient homes. 

The Government’s Department for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs (DEFRA) published the report, based in part on 
domestic and transport C02 emissions from 2005. 

Fiona Fletcher-Smith, Council Corporate Director for 
Neighbourhoods and Regeneration, said: “This is good 
news, but it’s up to all of us to do more for the environment 
and to make a difference, whether it’s at home, how we 
travel, or at work. 

“The Council is currently working on its 
own climate change strategy, and for 
more tips on what we can all do, 
have a look at Hackney Today’s 
green pages.” 

Innovative measures like 
using solar-powered pay-and- 
display machines, and fuelling 
its refuse collection fleet with 
biodiesel have also won the Council 
the best-performing public sector 
category at the Mayor of London’s 
Green Procurement Code Awards, 
in October. 

No flies on us 

IN a ground-breaking case for Hackney, a local estate 
agent has been prosecuted for fly-boarding. 

Sovereign Estates Ltd in Victoria Park Road, E9, was fined 
£1 ,600, plus £1 ,500 costs, by Thames magistrates on 30 
November, for putting a sold and to let sign on a property 
without the owner’s instruction. 

It was the first time the Council has prosecuted an estate 
agent for fly boarding - and further cases are expected to go 
to court in the coming months. 

The Council took action after 
one resident found a board 
had been put up outside her 
home in Milborne Street, E9, 
without permission. 

Fiona Fletcher-Smith, 
Council Corporate Director for 
Neighbourhoods and 
Regeneration, said: “We’ve 
received a large volume of 
complaints from residents, 
housing associations and businesses about estate agencies 
plastering streets with advertising boards for months on 
end. Fly-boarding is basically environmental vandalism. 

If estate agents fail to clean up their acts, a bylaw will 
be introduced to put an end to all advertising boards 
on properties."

“There are lots of good jobs 
in construction in East 
London and I think this 
course will help me get into 
this industry.” 

Kim Wright, the Council’s 
Corporate Director of 
Community Services, said: 




"At the peak of building 
work on the Olympic site in 
Hackney Wick and 
Stratford, it is estimated that 
9,000 construction jobs will 
be required. 

“The Woodberry Works 
construction centre is one 
way through which local 
residents can gain the 
qualifications and experience 
they need to compete for 
such jobs." 

Woodberry Down 
Programme Director, Robin 
Smith, said: “We’re building 
more than 4,000 new 
mixed tenure homes 
on Woodberry Down 
as well as re-building 
shops and community 
facilities. We believe 
Woodberry Works will 
give many local people 
a start in 
the construction 
industry.’

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Oliver gets a Hackney twist

L ocal lad 

William Miller 
will take centre 
stage in the 
BBC’s all-star 
adaptation of Oliver 
Twist this Christmas. 

The talented 11- 
year-old plays the 
lead character in the 
small screen version 
of Charles 
Dickens’s famous 
novel. He stars 
alongside acting 


heavyweights Timothy 
Spall OBE, Oscar-nominee 
Sophie Okonedo and 
BAFTA winner Edward 
Fox. 

Miller was chosen from a 
field of 600 hopefuls for the 
coveted role. 

Producers mounted an 
exhaustive search for the 
parts of Oliver and The 
Artful Dodger, which 
included two big open 
casting calls and numerous 
drama club and school 
visits. 

Miller was thrilled about 
getting the part. He said: “I 
was ecstatic! I started 
screaming my head off and 


jumped off the stairs. I 
did five auditions and it 
was brilliant to get it in the 
end”. 

In the drama, Oliver is an 
orphan who is thrown out 
of a children’s home when 
he inadvertently causes a 
rebellion by daring to ask 
for more gruel. 

Forced out on to the 
streets, he becomes 
involved in a series of 
adventures that bring him 
perilously close to death. 

The script was developed 
by EastEnders screenwriter 
Sarah Phelps. 

She said: “He is a perfect 
Oliver. The fabulous thing 
about Will is that he looks 
beautiful, but he’s a 
fighter too”. 

Although this is his first 
major part in a mainstream 
TV production, Miller has 
previously done a film and 
some voice-over work. 

He’s also a gifted 
footballer and plays for 
Hackney Under-lls and 
the London Youth Team.

Who’s that bird 


WANT a visit from Robin redbreast on Christmas Day? Then 
follow the RSPB’s top tips to entice them into your garden. 

Try putting out fresh water, live mealworms or scraps of 
hard (unsalted) cheese. The nation’s favourite bird also 
loves seeds, berries, grain and fruit. 

A spokesman said. “Robins are symbolic of Christmas, 
but I doubt many people get to see them daily. They’re all 
around us in London and although they’re very territorial, 
you can get two or three visiting your garden looking for 
food this time of year. 

“If every Londoner started putting out food for these 
birds now, there would be a much better chance of seeing 
and hearing them over the festive season.” 

The advice is part of the Big Garden Birdwatch 2008. 
People are asked to spare an hour to record the numbers 
of species they see on 26 and 27 January.

F OR some Hackney 
families, a helping 
hand for a few hours 
a week can change 
their lives. 

Jenny Killick’s son Joe, 

11, was born with severe 
learning disabilities and 
needs 24-hour supervision. 

His mum soon realised 
she would have to give up 
her job to look after him. 
Unable to afford private 
care, she became his nurse, 
physiotherapist and round- 
the-clock carer. 

Jenny, 47, managed for 
seven years before 
admitting she too needed 
help, and was introduced to 
charity Hackney Family 
Backup (HFBU), through a 
workshop run by Hackney 
Carers Centre. 

HFBU provides support 
to families of children with 
disabilities and they linked 
Jenny up with volunteer 


Marcella O’Neill. “It was 
like a light bulb had been 
switched on - sometimes it 
can be very hard to ask for 
help,” Jenny said. 

Marcella, 63, has been 
trained by HFBU as a 
respite carer, and now looks 
after Grazebrook School 
pupil Joe for a few hours 
each week, taking him for 
walks in the park, visiting 
his favourite shop, and 
picking him up from school 
among other things. 

The extra pair of hands 
has allowed Jenny to go 
back to work, and also 
gives her more time with 
other son Laurie, 15. 

“Sometimes it can be very 
hard to ask for help. Having 
a short break carer has 
completely transformed our 
lives,” she said. 

HFBU trains volunteers 
over several months, and 
Marcella is keen to 
encourage others to follow 
in her footsteps. 

She said: “Anyone 
thinking about becoming a 
respite carer should do it. I 


the success of Hackney 
Families Together, a 
consultation group for 
families of disabled 
children, supported by 
the Council and partners 
including HFBU and 
City and Hackney 
Carers’ Centre. 

The event also marked 
Carers Rights Day on 7 
December, which aims to 
increase support for 
carers nationwide. 

The Council launched 
its Carers Strategy in 
June, which includes a 


discount card for local 
shops and leisure centres, 
a helpline, provision for 
additional respite breaks, 
access to the Council’s 
Income Maximisation 
Service, information 
packs, plus free training 
and courses.

OUNG offenders 
who completed a 
music based 
rehabilitation 
programme have marked 
their achievement by 
launching an album. 

The teenagers worked 
with mentor Gregory 
Sewell (aka Spooky DJ) to 
create and record tracks for 
‘No Limitz’. 

He ran mentoring 
sessions with the budding 
MCs, rappers and 
producers, all aged between 
13 and 17. Gregory, who 
comes from a similar 
background to the young 
people on the scheme, also 
offered them top tips on 
how to succeed in the music 
business. 

The programme, known 
as the Hackney Resettlement 
and Aftercare Provision 
(RAP), is a collaboration 
between the Council’s Youth 
Offending Team and 
education charity Rising 
Tide, based at the Ocean. 

It takes an innovative 
approach to rehabilitating 
young offenders by using 
music as a medium to 
address issues such as 
personal development, 
emotional intelligence, team 
building, identity, a sense of 
belonging, community spirit 
and pride. 





Participants have shown 
big improvements in their 
confidence and behaviour. 
There has also been a 
significant decline in the re- 
offending rate. 

Speaking after the launch 
at the Ocean in Mare Street 
on 28 November, Alan 
Wood, Director for 
Children and Young 
People’s Services, said: 
“Making an album is no 
easy task - it takes 
dedication, commitment 
and team work as well as 
talent and skill. 

“I commend all the 
young people on the RAP 
scheme and hope they feel 
proud of their 
achievement.”

The project is funded 
by the Department for 
Children, Schools and 
Families and the London 
Development Agency. 


Hackney’s share is 
the second highest in 
the capital. The 
funding runs until 2010 
and will provide 
opportunities for young 
people to learn new skills 
through training, sports 
and cultural activities. The 
support is aimed at the 
most deprived and hard to 
reach young Londoners, 
who are more likely to be 
victims of crime, or get 
involved in anti-social 



behaviour or street gangs. 

Alan Wood, the Council’s 
Director of Children and 
Young People’s Services, 
said: “This funding will 
help provide real 
alternatives to life on the 
streets.”

The aim of the card is to remind 1 8-year-olds they’re 
eligible to vote and explain why this is an important right. 

Her design was an innovative concept that used 
research into the history of UK democracy with the 
message: “Appreciate your age, people fought for the vote 
you were born with, so use it.” 

Simrian, 1 5, was presented a Nintendo Wii games 
console as her prize by the Speaker of Hackney, Cllr 
Faizullah Khan. She said: “I am very proud that my design 
has been chosen and can’t wait for it to be sent out to 
young people across the borough.” 

Simrian, who is studying politics at AS level a year 
early, added: “Democracy helps society grow in a more 
positive way. It is important for the younger generation to 
get involved at school as the subject is being phased out 
because they think it’s boring. But politics practically 
affects every decision you make. People don’t realise how 
many aspects of their life it controls.” 

The competition was organised as part of the recent 
Local Democracy Week. The cards will be sent out from 
January.

It’s a kind of magic - illusionist 
Paul Kieve demonstrates his skills in 
the Hackney Empire

E VERY child knows 

schoolboy wizard Harry 
Potter learnt magic under 
the watchful eye of Albus 
Dumbledore, headmaster of 
Hogwarts School of Witchcraft and 
Wizardry. But how many realise 
the real life Dumbledore is a 40- 
year-old man from Hackney? 

Illusionist Paul Kieve was actor 
Daniel Radcliffe’s private magic 
tutor while working as a 
consultant on two of the hit Harry 
Potter films. Paul said: “Daniel was 
a bright pupil; he 
concentrated hard and 
was also really interested 
in the history of magic.” 

Like Daniel, Paul got 
hooked on magic early 
after being given a magic 
set by parents for his 10th 
birthday. As a teenager in 
the 1980s - magic’s TV 
heyday - he avidly 


watched Paul Daniels and David 
Copperfield’s shows, although he 
cites 1970s American magician, 
Doug Flemming as his ultimate 
inspiration. He said: “When you 
watched his TV show you felt as 
though you were entering a fantasy 
world. It wasn’t about him 
knowing something you didn’t, or 
making people look stupid, but of 
sharing something wonderful.” 

It is this whimsical take on the 
art that Paul built his own style of 
magic around. “Magic can divide 
people. Some love it for the 
suspension of disbelief, the wonder 
and astonishment, while others 
consider it fraud, trickery or 
deception. I believe that magic is 
about leaving people 
feeling enchanted,” 
he added.

At 16 he performed a trick in the 
video for Sade’s hit single Your 
Love is King and was runner-up in 
the international Young Magician 
Of The Year competition in 1985. 
Paul went onto form half of 
magical duo The Zodiacs 
(performing at the Hackney 
Empire), before becoming a magic 
consultant for theatre, TV and film. 
He’s worked with renowned 
illusionists David Copperfield and 
Derren Brown, and his many 
worldwide stage production credits 
include The Lord Of The Rings, 
The Witches Of Eastwick, Alice In 
Wonderland, The Woman In 
White, Scrooge, Theatre of Blood 
and The Tempest. 

He even supervised the sawing in 
half of X Factor judge Simon 
Cowell live on TV. 

Paul is an expert on the history 
of magic and boasts a collection of 
over 2000 books on the subject, 
dating back to 1620. Paul is also 
one of an elite club - a Gold Star 
member of The Inner Magic Circle. 

Now he’s turning his hand to 
writing. His book ‘Hocus Pocus - 


A Tale of Magnificent Magicians 
and their Amazing Feats’ explores 
the lives of some of the world’s 
greatest illusionists and has an 
introduction by Daniel Radcliffe. 

It tells the story of a young man 
who collects posters of magic acts 
like Harry Houdini, which come 
alive and perform for him. Set in 
modern day Hackney, the book 
gives an insight into these larger 
than life characters, many of whom 
appeared at the Empire during the 
19th and early 20th centuries. 

The book also teaches the 
reader how to perform over 40 of 
Paul’s favourite illusions, and he 
hopes it will inspire other would- 
be Harry Potters, of all ages.

What does Islam mean to you?

B E honest, when 
people say Islam, 
what's the first thing 
that springs to your 
mind? 9/11? 7/7? 

I believe that Islam is 
misjudged by millions of 
people around the world, not 
only by non-Muslims, but 
also by Muslims themselves. 

Many people’s knowledge 
of Islam is based on what the 
media shows them. There 
are also people who twist 
teachings from the holy 
book the Qur’an to spread 
their form of hate. 

The end result is a lot of 
confused people and a lot of 
questions and myths about 
what Islam really is. 

When the 7/7 bombings 
took place in London, 
Hackney felt its share of the 
repercussions. People were 
frightened. Before this no 
one really feared Islam, 
‘islamophobia’ did not exist, 
so is the media to blame? 

Mostly it is. The media 
always seems to connect 
Islam with ugly images 
of terror.

People imagine that 
they all sit at home, 
dependent on their 
husbands, looking after the 
kids. As in any culture, some 
Muslim women chose to be 
housewives, but others don't. 

I am a Muslim from a 
Turkish culture myself. Most 
people don't think I'm 
Muslim or Turkish and are 
surprised when they find 
out. Why is this? Maybe it's 
my appearance, the fact that 
I chose not to wear a Hijab 
(headscarf) and that I listen 
to the music I want to. 

However, this doesn’t 


sisters 

make me non-religious. Like 
other Muslims I fast during 
Ramadan and I try 
practising prayers in my free 
time. 

In my experience Muslim 
women have the right to be 
independent and aren’t 
valued differently to men. 
Women in Islam are 
honoured and respected; the 
myth of Islam being 
oppressive to women is 
untrue. It is not religion, but 
culture that gives women a 
certain gender role, and it’s a 
mistake to mix up the two. 

At the end of the day you 
shouldn’t base your beliefs 
and opinions about a 
religion on the views of 
those who shout the loudest. 

Study Islam rather than 
misinterpreting some 
Muslims’ actions and 
thinking that it’s Islam. 

It’s not.

G AS works on the 

Regents Canal are a 
reminder of an era 
when breakthrough 
technology saw London’s 
streets and houses properly 
lighted for the first time. 

But with the new, lucrative 
industry however, came 
increased environmental 
damage and the opportunity 
for corruption. 

Anyone walking along 
the canal between Mare 
Street and Broadway 


Market can’t miss the two 
gas holders in Marian 
Place, opposite Andrew’s 
Road. 

Built by the Imperial Gas, 
Light and Coke Company 
in 1853, they were one of a 
number of gas works in the 
area. 

The Regent’s Canal was a 
major transport route in the 
1800s and the Imperial also 
had a much earlier gas 
works further west, next to 
Whiston Road, on what is 
now the site of Haggerston 
Park. If you walk around 
the Park today, you can still

see some of the old gas 
work walls. 

Further west, the 
Shoreditch Independent 
Company set up a plant in 



1824. It was on Laburnum 
Street, just east of where 
Kingsland Road crosses 
the canal. 

The area is now mainly 
housing, while the inlet 
from the canal to the 
former gas works is used 
by Laburnum Boat Club. 

Competition in the early 
years of gas was fierce, 
and corruption rife. The 
Imperial and the 
Independent were no 
exception. 

In the 1820s various 
Imperial officers succeeded 
in misappropriating funds, 
falsifying stock accounts 
and making illegal 


payments to the tune of 
over £20,000 - about 
a million pounds in 
today’s money. 

At the Independent, 
those responsible for 
setting up the company 
gave themselves over-paid

jobs and mismanaged 
its affairs. 

In both cases, those 
responsible were finally 
caught out by 
shareholders, and the 
businesses returned to a 
better footing.

Casseroled Grouse 
with Marmalade 


Serves 4 


Preparation time 

30 mins

Ingredients 

•2 grouse 

•4 onions, cut into quarters 

• 1 75g smoked bacon, cubed 
•sprig of fresh thyme and extra 

to garnish 

•300ml stout or dark beer 
•3 tablespoons marmalade 

• 1 small glass dry sherry 

• 1 tablespoon butter 

•small bunch baby turnips, scrubbed 
•salt, mill pepper 


Method 

• Preheat the oven to 1 60C/1 80C (fan) or /Gas 4 

• Put the onions into a heavy based flameproof casserole 

• Cut each grouse in half and add to the pot 

• Put in the bacon and thyme and season 

• Pour in the beer, bring to the boil on the hob, cover, and 
put in the oven for 50 minutes 

• Mix together the marmalade, sherry and butter. 

•Add to the casserole with the turnips 

• Return the casserole to the oven for another 50 
minutes. If it is drying out add more beer. 

Garnish with thyme. 


Top Apprentice tip: serve with a chunk of sourdough or herb bread. 

For a more robust version use other baby root vegetables (eg carrot & swede).

about this retrospective ruling. 

So I wrote to BBC Radio 4's You and 
Yours (having received assurance from 
the PCT that I was eligible to receive the 
cost of my mother's nursing and personal 
care back) and I was subsequently 
interviewed on the programme to alert 
others like myself who had not realised 
that certain landmark rulings applied to 
them. I think this is a very good 
illustration of the importance of 
community newspapers.

The Council’s Dmg Assertive Response Team (DART) Manager 
talks to Hackney Today about the outreach worker role 


What does the DART 
Outreach Worker post 
involve? 

The person in this role will 
work with those vulnerable and 
resistant to seeking help for 
their drug problem and try to 
get them to look at changing 
their lifestyle. 

They’ll be working with people 
who may not be ready to 
access the service and they’re 
also likely to already be 
involved in the criminal justice 
system. 

We’re looking to change their 
idea of what dmg services are 
and give them a proper 


introduction to what we do and 
how we can help them. 

What are the main 
responsibilities of the job? 

The person will have to have a 
certain level of competency to
